a. On lines 7-8 of claim 1 , "a wire feeder provided to the second arm and being 
rotatable relative to the second arm around a rotation axis" will read -a rotatable wire 
feeder having a fixing device including a rotation axis and coupling to the second arm--. 

b. On line 9 of claim 9, "a wire feeder provided to the second arm and being 
rotatable around a rotation axis" will read -a rotatable wire feeder having a fixing device 
including a rotation axis and coupling to the second arm--. 

2. Claims 1 , 4-9, and 11-14 are allowed. 

3. Claims 2, 3, and 1 0 are canceled. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 1 , 4-9, and 1 1-14 is indicated because the prior arts of record do not show or 
fairly suggest a rotatable wire feeder having a fixing device including a rotation axis and 
coupling to the second arm as recited in independent claims 1 and 9.
